To the People of the National Capital Region: 

Tile major role of tlie National Capital Regional Planning Council is the 
creation, with the cooperation of each local governing body and planning 
agency, of the General Development Pl^n for the Region. In addition, the 
Planning Council undertakes regional development programs in the critical 
areas for new Federal facilities and for regional open spaces. Our pres- 
ent resources are inadequate to carry out these functions, and we are 
seeking to expand them. In the meantime, this report will tell you what 
year° accomplish during the coming 

All of us who live in the National Capital Region are familiar with the 
remarkable growth of metropolitan Washington, 

J^ch of what is built is a public responsibility, largely the responsi- 
bility of local government. Public agencies decide the locations of the 
public facilities that give our Region its framework- -the roads, the 
parks, and the schools, Local governments influence the location of new 
private construction through the powers of zoning and subdivision control. 

We all have an interest in the soundness of these decisions of the state 
local governments in our Region. If these decisions follow sound 
development programs we will get much more for each dollar of public 
inves^nt. But, far more important, if the development programs in turn 
pe aped toward crpting the best urban environment we can afford, the 
benefits to living in this Region will be immeasurable. 

Individual plans for each local jurisdiction must provide for the major 
public systems that serve the metropolitan area, notably transportation 
water supply, and waste disposal, They should give the area a rational* 
and pleasing overall form, a fonn that will be determined one way or the 
otJier by how we build our transportation systems, where we locate the 
major new structures, and whether we preserve our open space, 

I hope that you will consider our program worthy of your support.

CONTENTS OF THE 
1963 ANNUAL REPORT 
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The National Capital Regional Planning Council 
was ci'eated by tlie Congress of the United States in 
the National Capital Planning Act of 1952, to be com- 
posed ‘'of representatives of the planning agencies of 
the region, of demonstrated capacity for leadership in 
the planning of the region.” The Planning Council 
consists ol' a total of 10 members and 10 alteimates. 
Four of the members and four alternates are nominated 
by Maiyland agencies, and four members and four 
alternates by the Northern Virginia Regional Planning 
and Economic Develof)ment Commission, as indicated 
on pages 2 and 3. The remaining two members and 
two alternates are ex-oflicio, and are members or 


alternates of the National Capital Planning Com- 
mission. 

Of the present delegates to tin? Planning Cotineil, 
five of the mombers and thi'ce of the iilternates are 
actually ?neinhei's of the local governing bodies of the 
Region. Local governing bodies not directly r('i)i’<'senl.- 
ed by one of their members ;it least iiave selecd.ed those 
who represent them. 

Meetings normally are held in the afternoon of t!u? 
third Monday of each month. Hdio altermd.es partici- 
pate along with the members in the miH'tings, hast'd on 
a new procedure established by amendment to the 
Planning Council By-Laws in Ft'bruary i.9(!3. 
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THE GENERAL DEVELOPMENT PLAN 


The Planning Council has been given the responsi- 
bility by the Congress “to adopt and, from time to time, 
amtmd, or extend, a general plan for the development of 
the region, to sei’ve as a general framework or guide of 
development within which each part of the region may 
be more precisely planned by the appropriate planning 
agency or agencies.” The General Development Plan 
describe.s in general how the Region's land will be used 
in the future, what highways and transit lines will be 
needed for the proposed major movements of people and 
goods throughout the Region, what primary community 
facilities will be needed, and wdiut actions should be 
taken to conserve and develo]) the natural resources. 


The currently adopted General nevelopimml, Plan 
is based on studies conduct, (.‘d in ,1955 and 1955 llnanei.'d 
by the Mass Transi)ortat;lon Survey, and in’imariiy 
res])reseni.s a '‘sprawl” land u.se scIioitk', In ;19()1 the 
Year 2000 Policies Plan was puldished jointly by the 
Planning Council and the National Capita! Planning 
Commission, proi)osing regional i)olicii>s that would 
itmend the cui’rent Oenei’al i)ovelopm(,>nt Plan to follow 
a “radial corridor and open sjrici'” land use sclu'ine. 
The ciirent status of these proiio.sed regional (k^vi'lop- 
menf; policies is outliiK'd on jiage It), in a .special r(‘view 
of “))lanning for the year 2000.” 
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PLANS FOR FEDERAL FACILITIES 


The Planning Council is required by law to “consider 
and aim to accommodate the land-use requirements of 
the P’ederal and District of Columbia Governments in 
t!ie environs” of the National Capital Region. Master 
plans prepared by the various Federal agencies for 
their installations in the Region are reviewed by the 
Planning Council for their consistency with the General 
Development Plan, In some cases the Planning 
Council acts as part of the Federal Administration in 
reviewing construction plans prior to the request for 
appropriations for the project by the Federal agency 


Staff assistance for reviews of })lans for Fi^deral 
facilities is provided when necessary by the- I'\>dei’al 
Planning Division of the National Capital Planning 
Commksion, because the Commission must ultimately 
review the same plans. Before acting on tlu’se inattei's 
the Commission and the Council are required by law to 
consult with the planning agency having jurisdiction 
over the area concerned. A special procedure for these 
consultations was adopted in March DGH to provide 
for more thorough and efUcicnt review of the plans for 
Federal facilities, based on a file of nolentiiil sites

The aeverul i)lanning agencies for the connties and 
cities, as well as the si)ecial pui'pose agencies of the 
National Capital Region, submit their comi)rehGn.sive 
])lans*for local areas to the Planning Council for its 
review and comment. Tlie Council is required to 
give consideration to these local area plans for incor- 
poration into the Ceneral Develc)i)ment 1-dan. 

The Planning Council relies for most of its local area 
information upon the three cooperating “.sub-regional” 
planning agencies, each of which is responsible for the 
portion of the Region within one of the three States — 
if the District of Columbia can be considered for this 
l)uri)Ose as a separate State. The jurisdiction of the 


Maryland-National Caiiital Park and Planning Com- 
mission covers practically all of Montgomery and 
Prince Georges counties, which comprise the Maryland 
portions of the Region. The Northern Virginia Re- 
gional Planning and Economic Development Com- 
mission prepares general plans for the four counties 
and three cities of the Region which lie within Virginia; 
for more detailed local area studies within Northern 
Virginia the Planning Council relies upon the planning 
agencies of the individual counties and cities. The 
National Capital Planning Commission is responsible 
for the iH’eparation of the comprehensive plan for the 


District of Columbia. 

REGIONAL DEVELOPMENT PROGRAMS 


iilS 


The Planning Council maintains an active interest in 
the development programs tliat are needed to bring its 
regional })lans into being. The first major planning 
l)roject of tlie Council was the Mass Transportation 
Survey, undei'taken jointly with the National Capital 
Planning Commission and culminating in the 1069 
Transportation Plan. Subsequently, the responsibility 
for the Transit Development Program was assumed by 
the National Capital Transportation Agency, a Federal 
[igency created by Congress the following year. The 
Planning Council maintains a close liaison with the 
Tran.sportatioii Agency, and reviewed the Transit 
Development Program at the time of its completion. 


The Planning Council is participating with several 
other agencies in the Region in an areawide Joint 
Open Space Project, and is responsible for administra- 
tive support of the project. One of the major new 
recommendations of the Year 2000 Policies Plan in 
1961 was a regionwide program for preservation of 
large areas of open countryside as an integral resource 
within the Region. The Project is intended to com- 
bine the programs of the many park, recreation and 
conservation agencies operating in the Region into a 
regional open space preservation program. This joint 
participation with various operating agencies is typical 
of the Planning' Council’s role. 


COORDINATION AND INFORMATION 


The Planning Council’s primary function is that of a 
coordinator- and cataly.st, st'rving as a central intelli- 
gence oi)eration and “clearing house” on planning and 
development matters having regional significance. It 
also serves as the forum of planning agencies of the 
Region for resolving problems that require interagency 
cooperation, whether oi- not the .solutions eventually 
become part of the General Development Plan. For 
example, those solutions have included alignments of 
highways where they cross jurisdictional boundaries.

areawide studies of both transportation needs and 
sewer system needs, and will become of increasing im- 
portance in other fields such as water supply, housing, 
and health facility planning in the future. The Plan- 
ning Council works to provide the data on a comparable 
regionwide basis. 

A great many of the questions that come to the 
Planning Council offices concerning the physical devel- 
opment of the Region are referred to the appropriate 
subregional or local planning agency. Others, notably 
reffional market studies bv retail business concerns, are

YEAR 2000 POLICIES PLAN 

During lh<i2 the Planning Council, logi.nher willi other ri.'gional 
agencies, circulated a concise slateineiit of a iii’oposi'd regional 
consensus on ‘‘Develnjiment Policies for the Year 2000", asking 
local governments and jilanning tigeiicies to edit (he consensus in 
relation io their own long range iilanning objectives. '’i''lie .state- 
ment was based on Iho Year 2000 I’olicies Idaii report, published 
hy the Planning (.'ouneil and tlie National Capital Planning Cknii- 
mission in .fOGl as a proposal to the local, State and Koderal agencies 
in the Region, as descrilied on jiage 1.0 of this annual report. Based 
on the response.s that most of the agende.s maile, t;h(:‘ Planning 
Council ada])ted the following i’e.sohition in February 1003; 

‘‘UKSOLVIU): That the National Capital Regional Planning 
Council reconimeiuls the Year 2000 Politves Plan to all local 
jurisdictions for (heir consideration in (ho preparation of general 
plans for (heir respective areas.” 

LAND USE POLICY FOR THE BANKS 
OF THE POTOMAC RIVER 

In January 1963 the Planning Council adopted a policy state- 
ment api)lying general long range' open space policies specilically 
to tlie areas adjacent to the Potomac Kivor, listing the needs for 
low density ironing and for special landsca]De treatment in these 
areas. Recent dovelopmtmts in aparl.ment zoning and sewer con- 
struction along the river had indicated that these areas iniglit be 
committed to high den.sity develojmient !)efore the long range 
l)olicies could be articulated in the plans of the local jiirisdietioms. 
There has been a general acceptance of these policies, which have 
b(?en sent by the Planning Council to all of tlie local jurisdictions 
for their consideration. 

COMMUNITY CENTER DEVELOPMENT 

During the yiast year the staff has compiled a report detailing 
recommendation.s for the community centers that are majoi* compo- 
nents of the development pattern recommended in the Year 2000 
Policies Plan. The supporting I’esearch and much of the text was 
jirepared by Alan M. Voorhees & Associates, consultants, on con- 
tract with the Council. The repoi’t will servo as a manual to be 
used in planning for community center development, and includes 
a prototype design that applies the recommendations to a potential 
community center site witliin the Region.

THE YEAR 2000 POLICIES PLAN REPORT 

Ihis report, pubiislied jointly by the Na(;ional Capital Planning 
Commission and Regional Planning Council in sought to estab- 
lish general regional development giiideiines for the 40-year future. 
In particular, tlie radial corridor development pattern was sliown 
to be both pos.sible and desirable in the long run. It was shown 
that the presently adopted Genei’al Development Plan, based on 
studies made by the Planning Council in 1956 and 1957, would lead 
to an nndesirable and unnecessary s]}rawl of urban development at 
relatively low densities throughout the Region. The report focused 
attention on the need to establish regionwide agreement on develoj)- 
ment policies for the 40-year futui'e before undertaking the revision 
of the 20-year General Development Plan. 

THE ELEVEN-POINT CONSENSUS 

A concise statement of recommended regional development 
policies, based on the recojumendations of the Year 2000 Policies 
Plan report, was circulated during 11)02 to local planning agencies 
and Iocal_ governing bodies of the Region, and to the Federal ad- 
ininistiation, In a somewhat edited forju, these ])olicies were 
stated by the President of the United States on November 27, l!}62, 
as guidelines for the expan.sion of the Federal establishment in the 
Region. Much of the statement of the President., along with 
additional policies of special interest to local governments, is in- 
corporated in a proposed eleven-point consensus of “Development 
Policies for the Year 2000”, covering the subjects listed below, and 
based upon the comments of local governments and planning agen- 
cies on the originally proposed concise statement;
